TALK is cheap, and it costs no more 
in a dental office than elsewhere. 
Words themselves cost nothing, but 
they can pay a large dividend if 
chosen wisely. Are dentists avail- 
ing themselves of these dividends 
which may be reaped by simply 
paying “honor where honor is 
due?” We get a great kick when 
patients pay tribute to our skill, 
but how often do we say a word of 
praise to them? 

Rudyard Kipling once made the 
statement that “The colonel’s lady 
and Judy O’Grady are sisters 
under the skin.” In a dental prac- 
tice we have to deal with the colo- 
nel’s lady and Judy O’Grady, but 
we also have the colonel himself and 


old Pat O’Grady as well. In other 











words, we have men and women 
Hfom all classes and conditions of 


, 
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life coming to us for treatment. 
When we lift off the outer covering 
they are much the same under- 
neath. If we thrill to words of 
praise from our patients, is it not 
quite logical that they will react 
to praise in a like manner? 

If we tell Mrs. Van Goldsnoot 
she has been a wonderful patient, 
she may give us a: fish-eyed stare 
through a diamond-studded lorg: 
nette; but probably her cardiac 
action speeded up a bit in response. 
With people of this type, the fish- 
eyed stare is often merely an out- 
er defense to hide what goes on 
underneath. She may attempt to 
make you feel like a_ soft-soap 
artist, but if your remarks are 
sincere, she won’t forget. 

And then, there are all the Mrs. 
O’Gradys. They have been brought 
up in a school where it was not 
considered a sin to show their 
emotions. A sincere compliment to 
one of them will be met with ap- 
preciation. Try it sometime and 
see her face light up at your words. 
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A man once said to me: “If a 
thing is done right, that’s the way 
it should be, and there’s no need to 
hand out a lot of praise. If it isn’t 
done right, give him hell!” And 
possibly that was the reason this 
man never did make a howling 
success of his public relations. 
People who worked for him knew 
they would get no more apprecia- 
tion if they performed the job in 
an outstanding manner, or simply 
well enough to avoid calling down 
his wrath on their devoted heads. 

A motto once seen hanging in 
business offices read: “The man 
who never does more than he is 
paid for, never gets paid for more 
than he does.” There is a lot of 
truth in that statement. If a man 
is not willing, on occasion, to do 
more than he is actually paid to 
perform, he is not going to rate 
high with his employer. 

What has that to do with dentis- 
try? Quite a lot. If we allow the 
fee we expect to receive govern the 
type of work we do, it isn’t going 
to be long before the patient finds 
out. 

I do not advocate supplying the 
patient with a cast gold case when 
he has a simple acrylic income. But 
I do say that whatever case we 
undertake should be handled: to 
the best of our ability, even if we 
find out after starting treatment 
that the margin of profit is going 
to be just a bit narrower than we 
contemplated. And under the head- 
ing of doing a piece of work well, 
I consider giving praise where 
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praise is due an important part of 
our service. 

Actually, the increased coopera- 
tion from a patient who knows 
that his efforts are appreciated is 
reward enough, but the increased 
feeling of good will between den- 
tist and patient is something that 
will endure through the years. 

If, when examining a patient, 
you happen to come across a res- 
toration that is better than average, 
what is your reaction? Do you 
grunt and pass on quickly to the 
next tooth? Or do you pause and 
say: “That’s a nice inlay you have 
in that molar, Mr. Satchelpenz. 
Whoever carried out that operation 
did a good job of restoring the 
function of this tooth.” 

Praising dentistry already in a 
patient’s mouth is something which 
is too often overlooked or deliber- 
ately shunned. Why this is done— 
or not done—is hard to say, but 
it is something which makes a deep 
impression on most patients. 

A remark such as this has a 
double-barrelled action. It stamps 
you as being a discerning person 
who can appreciate the work of 
another dentist. Being of this type. 
you are not likely to place a restor- 
ation of an inferior quality next 
to the other where an invidious 
comparison might be made. This 
engenders confidence in a new pa- 
tient. 

But the remark goes further and 
gives the patient a left-handed com- 
pliment as well. He will conclude: 
Since this man has thought the

I WAS RELAXING in an easy chair 
and checking through the day’s 
mail the other evening when the 
telephone rang. A dentist was call- 
ing to ask about the purchase of 
common stocks. He had been buy- 
ing and selling stocks for some 
time and had a series of unfortu- 
nate losses. This experience of a 
dentist suffering investment losses 
has been repeated many times as 
has this telephone call to my home 
by men of dentistry. 

The dentist’s questions on invest- 
ments were answered and [| re- 
turned to my mail only to find my- 
self wondering why so many den- 
tists have been unsuccessful inves-

as a bulwark against inflation or deflation. 


tors. They have the characteristics 
necessary for success in invest- 
ments. As a group they are intelli- 
gent and educated and follow a 
scientific approach to problems. 
From my experience with den- 
tists, I concluded that their gener- 
ally unfavorable investment exper- 
ience could be ascribed to two 
factors. The dentist is a busy man. 
He is so busy that he often does 
not have time to check investment 
information carefully prior to mak- 
ing commitments. He may accept 
the advice of a friend with no fur- 
ther analysis. The second reason 
for unfavorable investment results 
is a direct offshoot of the first. Pur- 
chases of private corporate securi- 
ties such as shares of common 
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stock with little or no investigation 
almost invariably lead to unfavor- 
able results. The natural tendency 
on the part of those who have not 
fared well is to place all of their 
funds in liquid or quasi-monetary 
assets in order to obtain security. 
These assets include life insurance, 
savings deposits, savings and loan 
association accounts, Series E sav- 
ings bonds, and private corporate 
bonds. Dollar values of such hold- 
ings remain relatively certain and 
absolute compared to dollar value 
of common stock or real estate. 

A few decades ago, investment 
in highly liquid assets having a 
constant dollar value worked fair- 
ly well. These assets required little 
or no prior analysis and, although 
the return was not as high as on 
most of the less liquid assets, the 
reduction of the possibility of dol- 
lar loss made the highly liquid as- 
sets satisfactory investment media 
for busy dentists. 

Today, however, this policy of 
investment in highly liquid assets 
is anything but satisfactory. In- 
vestment values are no longer de- 
termined principally by local in- 
fluences. Instead, they are deter- 
mined by economic policies of the 
Federal Government and of the 
Federal Reserve System. 

In the last decade the purchas- 
ing power of the American dollar 
has declined 47 per cent; in the 
last fifty years, 67 per cent; and 
in the last century, 77 per cent. 
Dentists who have held liquid as- 
sets have suffered severe losses of

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purchasing power. They thought 
that, by holding bank deposits, life 
insurance, and high-grade bonds, 
they were bulwarking their invest- 
ment position to prevent losses; 
while actually they have suffered 
losses far more serious than they 
would have experienced if they 
had held high-grade common stocks 
over the last decade. What has 
been regarded as an investment 
policy has in actual practice been 
highly speculative. In order to keep 
even in terms of purchasing power, 
the investor needed to obtain at 
least a 4.7 per cent annual return 
over the last decade. If he has 
failed to do this, he has been losing 
while saving. 


Selecting Stocks 

What sort of a policy should a 
dentist follow in order to protect 
his investments? The solution is 
found in balancing his investment 
assets between defensive and ag- 
gressive holdings. By holding real 
estate, common stocks, and similar 
volatile or aggressive assets which 
tend to rise in value with depreci- 
ation in the purchasing power of 
money, the investor gains protec- 
tion for his investment program. 
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Since real estate involves relatively 
large commitments of funds, it 
consequently does not permit as 
great diversification as do shares 
of common stock. A 50-50 division 
of an investment portfolio between 
ageressive-defensive assets provides 
protection against loss of value 
through either inflation or defla- 
tion. 

It is not difficult to select defen- 
sive assets such as bank deposits, 
life insurance, and savings bonds. 
The selection of common stocks, 
however, involves much more work. 
Four steps are desirable in pre- 
paring for the purchase of common 
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Doctor Kamm’s new book, INVEST- 
ING AT A PROFIT, is considered 
to be a sound book on the science 
of investment. Presenting a_ thor- 
ough explanation of investment 
problems, it is a guide for any in- 
vestor; large or small. 
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issues. The investor should first 
check general economic conditions. 
Second, he should survey the 
height and technical condition of 
the security market. Third, he 
should analyze various industries 
to find the most attractive. Finally, 
he should analyze individual issues 
to find the most desirable. 

In order to find favorable com- 
mon stock holdings, the investor 
needs to obtain ideas, gather data 
on the suggested purchases, inter- 
pret the data, and eliminate many 
of the suggested ones, and finally, 
purchase the issues which stand 
analysis and appear attractive. 

In purchasing common stock is- 
sues, the investor must stress “val- 
ues.” Issues of companies having 
good earnings, long dividend rec- 
ords, hard-working and aggres- 
sive managements, and similar at- 
tributes, are usually those making 
the best investments. 

Where a dentist does not have 
time to select a common stock 
portfolio, he might do well to con- 
sider shares in an investment com- 
pany. An investment company is 
one which holds shares in many 
other companies such as General 
Motors, E. I. du Pont de Nemours, 
Montgomery Ward, and Eastman 
Kodak. Whereas the investment 
company is not an operating com- 
pany; that is, it does not manufac- 
ture goods or give service; the 
companies in which it invests usu- 
ally are. There are many types of 
investment companies, but shares 
in a balanced fund put the respon- 
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sibility for the maintenance of the 
proper aggressive-defensive posi- 
tion in the hands of the fund’s 
managers. Even in this instance, 
the investor has the responsibility 
for the initial selection of invest- 
ment company shares. 

Whatever approach and policy 
a dentist sets up, he needs to fol- 
low a program which will incorp- 
orate dual protection against loss 
of monetary dollar values and loss 
of purchasing power. To hold only 
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defensive or constant-dollar hold- 
ings ignores the purchasing power 
risk. To hold only common shares 
ignores the desirability of main- 
taining dollar values relatively con- 
stant. To diversify one’s holdings 
by owning some of both, perhaps 
a 50-50 division, is to profess faith 
in the future of the Nation and in 
the future industrial development 
of the United States.

SEEKS INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS FOR MEDICAL EXPENSES 
REPRESENTATIVE Clemente of New York introduced H. R. 4405 to allow 
medical and dental expenses as deductions from gross income for 
income tax purposes. The provisions of the present tax law permit a 
taxpayer, in arriving at taxable income, to deduct medical and dental 
expenses in excess of 5 per cent of adjusted gross income, with a 
limitation on the total amount deductible. This bill, as reported in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association, proposes to permit a tax- 
payer to deduct all expenses paid during the taxable year, not compen- 
sated for by insurance or otherwise, for medical care of the taxpayer. 
his spouse, or other legal dependents. The term “medical care” is de- 
fined in its broadest sense to include diagnosis, cure, mitigation, treat- 
ment, and prevention of disease. Included also as deductible items 
would be amounts paid for health or accident insurance. The author 
introduced a similar but not identical bill in the 81st Congress. 

In an editorial published in July 1947, OraL HycreNeE urged that all 
expenditures for medical and dental care be made tax deductible. The 
same issue carried an article by Irving Elbaum, CPA, which gave 
specific suggestions for incwsasing health care deductions under the 
federal income tax law.

Fast-Growing Hobby

RECENTLY Doctor F. J. McDonald’s 
family and friends gave a dinner 
honoring his thirty-fifth anniver- 
sary as a practicing dentist in Sag- 
inaw, Michigan. In response to 
cries of “Speech!” the dentist re- 
marked that “anyone in the pro- 
fession that long really should be 
chloroformed!” 

Such a good-humored remark 
was not unexpected by the dentist’s 
many friends in Saginaw, where 
he served as Mayor from 1937 to 
1939. Yet his appearance gives the 
lie to the remark; the dentist’s 
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vigor actually seems to increase 
with the years. He gives most of 
the credit to his hobby of growing 
trees and shrubs. Today the hobby 
has become a thriving business 
managed by his son, Joseph Mc- 
Donald, but the dentist still likes to 
“relax” by working at the nursery 
—even after a busy day at his 
downtown office. This spring the 
nursery substituted for his usual 
vacation trip, and he spent his 
“Florida vacation” at McDonalds’ 
Nursery. 

Interest in growing things seems 
to run in the family. Joe picked up 
interest from his dad, and his 
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Michigan dentist-horticulturist 
and his son build successful

S008 Through the years, Doctor Mc- 
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| Donald learned much about grow- 
_ ing trees and shrubbery on his five 
acres of property outside the city 
‘limits. If he had not made a hobby 
(of growing evergreens and pines, 
Pprobably the nursery would not 

exist today. It was shortly after 


World War II, when his son Joe 
returned from Service as an AAF 
fighter pilot, that the idea of start- 
ing a commercial nursery took 
root. 

After father and son considered 
the idea from all angles, Joe en- 
tolled in a Michigan State College 
short course in nursery work and 
landscaping, and earned his cer- 
tificate from the National Land- 
scape Association. 


Open Evergreen Nursery 

In 1948 McDonalds’ Nursery 
opened for business a short dis- 
tance from the dentist’s attractive 
cottage-style home, surrounded by 
scores of choice evergreens and 
pines. Then came three years of 
hard work, concentrated study of 
the best up-to-date nursery meth- 
ods, and constant experimentation 
in improved growing methods of 
their own. Today McDonalds’ 
Nursery draws trade from many 
sections of Michigan, with com- 
plete landscape service an impor- 
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tant feature. Joe manages the busi- 
ness and supervises the work of 
five full-time and three part-time 
employees. 

In the beginning, the nursery 
stock was limited to a fine group 
of evergreens which the dentist 
raised for his own pleasure, but 
never offered for sale; although 
occasionally he made gifts of them 
to friends. What was then the main 
office is now a sales and display 
room for gardening materials. The 
present office is in a spacious con- 
crete-block building used to store 
equipment and to house two heav- 
ily insulated refrigeration rooms 
where certain shrubs and trees are 
held at a 32-degree temperature, 
keeping growth dormant and con- 
trolled. By this type of storage, 
they provide species of budding 
trees, flowering shrubs, and plants 
which bloom at a predetermined 
time. Viburnum carlesi, for ex- 
ample, a popular 18 to 24-inch 
shrub, usually is not associated 
with Michigan’s undependable cli- 
mate, yet the McDonalds have in- 
troduced it successfully in that 
region. 

Doctor McDonald and his three 
sons worked the last two winters 
building a lattice framework and 
fittings for the nursery’s locally 
unique lath house; next winter they 
plan another addition. The lattice- 
work softens and breaks the sun’s 
direct rays, which make it more 
difficult to move plants. The lath 
covering also keeps the foliage 
from flowering until the best pos-

sible time. Inside are hundreds of 
choice evergreens, shrubs, and 
flowering trees, each variety iden- 
tified and described by a neatly 
lettered sign. Outside are rows of 
young floral plants, decorated with 
plastic-encased photographs of the 
mature plants. Such merchandis- 
ing methods often develop when 
the McDonalds get together for 
dinner or a visit. Many college 
horticulturists believe that McDon- 
alds’ Nursery can become just as 
big as the family wants to make it, 
because of its alert operating meth- 
ods. 


This dentist especially likes to 
encourage others to share his hob- 
by, whether growing a potted win- 
dow plant or working in a good- 
sized garden. He will always 
cherish a letter received in 1939 
from one of the Nation’s top oral 
surgeons, Doctor Boyd Gardner of 
Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minnesota, 
after an item had appeared in the 
Michigan Dental Journal mention- 
ing Doctor McDonald’s hobby. 
Doctor Gardner expressed interest 
in the hobby and requested further 
information. Today he is farming 
in Mission, Texas, having retired 
from Mayo Clinic in 1946 after 
twenty-nine years on the staff. 

Doctor McDonald believes that 
any kind of gardening is good for 
a person, and mental health au- 
thorities have long recommended 
the practice. It satisfies a creative 
urge and furnishes healthful phys- 
ical exercise and psychologic re- 
laxation. Watching the dentist at 
work with rake, shovel, and hoe, 
it is obvious that a high-energy out- 
put is required. 

“It does contribute to physical 
fatigue, but it’s especially good 
exercise for a dentist,” he points 
out, explaining that one of the oc- 
cupational afflictions of dentists is 
standing all day long in one spot, 
working a pedal steadily with one 
foot and following certain muscu- 
lar reactions which become virtu- 
ally automatic. The dentist tends 
to become lopsided, overdevelop- 
ing muscles on one side of the 
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body and underexercising the oth- 
ers. Gardening gives all the mus- 
cles a balanced workout. 

Yet, while contributing to phys- 
ical fatigue, it lessens psychologic 
fatigue. Sometimes Doctor McDon- 
ald feels “fagged out” after a busy 
day at the office, yet after doing 
his garden chores he is relaxed 
again. Psychologists remind us of 
how we control everything we feel 
like saying and doing, how we act 
pleasant and even wear a smile in 
the face of disturbing situations. 
A little gardening can help you 
“let off a lot of steam.” 


Good Merchandising 

From the business aspect, the 
McDonalds’ success owes a lot to 
effective merchandising. For ex- 
ample, samples of various plants 
and shrubs are brought “up front 
where they can be seen.” Also, the 
display room walls are lined with 
pairs of neat color photographs 
showing the appearance of various 
homes and yards before and after 
effective landscaping. The McDon- 
alds do not recommend just “any 
old trees” placed here and there 
at random. “In choosing trees, 
shrubs, and plants for good land- 
scaping, one should consider such 
factors as architecture, natural en- 
vironment, and even the personal- 
ity of the customer.” 

Southerners could take pleasure 
in the way Doctor McDonald and 
Joe have educated a good many 
residents of Michigan in growing 
magnolia trees, which many north- 
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erners once considered impractical. 
And many of their customers are 
growing rare species of roses, 
azaleas, and rhododendrons newly 
introduced to the area. The dentist 
has little faith in the “green thumb” 
theory. In his opinion, interest is 
more important, for that leads to 
study and proficiency. Using good 
soil and reasonable care, McDon- 
alds’ customers grow beautiful 
evergreens, all kinds of shrubs and 
vines; fruit, shade, and ornamental 
trees. A rare tree attracting local 
interest is the Norway Maple, 
“Crimson King,” a species brought 
over from Europe about ten years 
ago. It has thrived where maples 
grow, and retains a magnificent 
leaf color. 

Not that the McDonalds consider 
themselves experts. As the dentist 
puts it, “There’s always more to 
learn.” Yet the beginning they 
have made is outstanding. For a 
nursery just three years young, the 
McDonalds’ has probably grown 
faster than any other in central 
Michigan. 

The dentist feels that the rewards 
of growing things are as great or 
as small as the effort and devotion 
put into it—a philosophy that at- 
tracts customers as much as his 
gentle humor. Like his response to 
the skeptical customer who refused 
to believe the magnificent beech 
tree in front of the dentist’s cot- 
tage was 150 years old. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind,” 
the dentist said. “My next-door

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The first in a series of two articles designed to clarify life 


insurance as a savings and investment medium. 


DURING THE last decade there has 
developed a growing conscious- 
ness that the possible financial in- 
security of old age is a problem to 
be met and solved during one’s 
productive years. For this, credit 
is due in part to the Federal So- 
cial Security Act, as amended in 
1937 to provide Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance. However, its 
benefits are not available to the 
dental profession. Nevertheless, in- 
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fluenced by this trend, dentists are 
turning to the life insurance com- 
panies in their search for an equiv- 
alent medium of security. Usually 
untrained in matters of finance, 
they regard life insurance as the 
solution. Certainly its financial 
soundness cannot be challenged. 
The prescription written for the 
dentist is a life insurance combin- 
ation which pays the face value to 
his family if he dies before a des- 
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ignated age of his choice between 
55 and 70; and $10 a month to 
him for life for each $1000 of in- 
surance he has carried if he lives 
beyond the stipulated age. This so- 
called dual-purpose contract is 
offered under a variety of names: 
retirement income, insurance an- 
nuity, income endowment. Despite 
its labels, it is a combination of 
high cost life insurance and syste- 
matic savings—at a price. The rate 
at which professional men are buy- 
ing this protection, in addition to 
increasing their savings, leads 
many of them to believe the com- 
bination to be a Utopian solution 
to the economic problem of old 
age. However, it has shortcomings, 
about which the buyer is often 
blissfully unaware. What are the 
defects ? 

Take the case of Doctor X. He 
is forty, married, and has two chil- 
dren. He has an established prac- 
tice and $30,000 worth of life 
insurance. This sum, he learns, will 
pay his family about $155 a month 
for 20 years from the time he dies; 
inadequate, perhaps, if he dies be- 
fore his children grow up, but a 
competence, however meager, for 
his widow if his death occurs after 
their children are self-supporting. 

The suggested plan is to his lik- 
ing: $10,000 more life insurance 
in case of his death, and a guaran- 
teed nest egg of $17,830 for him- 
self at $60 or $100 monthly there- 
after as long as he lives. The annual 
cost is $810. It looks good. He 


| can't lose! So it appears. Let us 
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sharpen our pencils and do some 
simple arithmetic, and make some 
objective observations. 

Expensive Protection: Viewed 
solely as life insurance, if he should 
die during the 20-year period (40 
to 60), the plan becomes a con- 
tract of life insurance only, at the 
extravagant price of $81 per thou- 
sand per year. As pure protection. 
the same company would have re- 
quired only $152 a year (as con- 
trasted to $810 a year) for $10,000 
worth of pure protection without 
any savings. The premium differ- 
ence is necessary, not to cover the 
risk of his dying during the 20- 
year span, but to build up the 
$17,830 cash fund required at 60 
to yield $100 a month for the rest 
of his life. If, in the event of Doc- 
tor X’s death during the 20-year 


‘period, the contract were treated 


as one of term insurance, and paid 
the $10,000 benefit plus the excess 
deposits (savings) over the term 
insurance cost, this combination 
savings and protection plan would 
have merit. Let it be stated that 
the per thousand premium charged 
is actually so high that during the 
fourteenth year the cash value 
equals the original face amount of 
$10,000. Thereafter, the cash value 
exceeds the face amount and, at 
death, is paid in lieu of the face 
amount. Certainly we must con- 
clude that, during the first four- 
teen years, death makes the con- 
tract expensive protection. At the 
fourteenth year Doctor X will have 
paid in as much as his beneficiary 
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will receive. Thus, the savings 
(excess premium deposits) are lost 
to the beneficiary if the policy- 
holder dies during the first four- 
teen years. 

A Long-Term Obligation: Any 
life insurance contract, regardless 
of type or amount, is obviously 
a long-term obligation. Our eco- 
nomic history is one of booms and 
depressions. Wise, then, is the man 
who keeps his fixed, inescapable 
commitments at a minimum. In 
Doctor X’s case, if unforeseeable 
adversity makes the $810 annual 
premium impossible to meet, he 
must either forfeit his protection, 
surrender his contract for its cash 
value, or take a reduced amount 
of paid-up insurance. Had he only 
been committed to $152 instead of 
$810, he might have found it pos- 


sible to pay the smaller sum and - 


not sacrifice his protection. After 
buying life insurance that stresses 
the savings feature, too many well- 
intentioned people fail to carry 
it through to maturity. This is 
proved by official annual reports 
of the life companies to the state 
insurance departments. Here is the 
record of a typical major com- 
pany for 1937': Out of 32,000 pol- 
icies of the savings variety termin- 
ated, 21,000 were lapsed with no 
return to the insured or surrend- 
ered for their cash value. Thus, 
two out of three well-intentioned 


1For illustration purposes, 1937 is chosen 
because economically it was neither a boom 
nor a bust year. The same reports for the 
depression years probably would show a 
less favorable record, while those of the last 
few boom years a more favorable one. 
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systematic savers fell by the way- 
side in that year. About 9,000— 
only one out of four—carried 
theirs to maturity. Each of the re- 
maining 2,000 died before his sav- 
ings plan was completed. Their 
policies, matured by death, became 
expensive protection for this last 
group. 

Low Interest Return: Let us look 
at the plan strictly as a savings 
medium. That it lacks the liquidity 
of the savings bank is self-evident. 
Fourteen years must elapse before 
the withdrawable cash equals the 
deposits. The average interest re- 
turn is not attractive: $810 yearly 
for 20 years is $16,200; the guar- 
anteed cash at 60, after 20 years, 
is $17,830. The difference, $1,630, 
is commonly referred to as “profit.” 
But, is it? Compounded yearly at 
only 2 per cent, $810 yields 
$20,074. Conceding that some part 
of the $810 yearly deposit must 
of necessity be retained by the com- 
pany to cover overhead and mor- 
tality cost; that is, the risk assumed 
by the company of paying the face 
amount, $10,000; it is evident that 
the overall interest return is less 
than that of the savings bank. 

You Must Live Too Long: In- 
stead of taking his $17,830 in cash 
at age 60, our mythical Doctor X 
elects to take the lifetime $100 
monthly income with a guarantee 
of its payment for a minimum of 
10 years, whether he lives or not. 
If he dies at 68, he will have re- 
ceived $9,600 ($100 x & years, or 


96 months). For two years after 
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his death, his beneficiary receives 
the same monthly $100 ($2,400). 
The total paid to Doctor X and his 
beneficiary is $12,000 out of the 
$17,830 he saved. The difference of 
$5,830 remains with the company. 
It is lost to his beneficiary. The 
life expectancy of the average male 
at 60 is 1414 years (174 months). 
If he does survive to age 7414, he 
will still receive only $17,400 of 
his $17,830. He has to survive age 
60 by 178 months, or almost to 
age 75, just to have his principal 
returned, with no allowance for 
the interest earned by the company 
on the reducing monthly residue in 
the company’s hands during the 
15 years. The average male dies 
at 67. It is wishful thinking for 
Doctor X to hope to live beyond 
age 75 and thus retrieve all his 
savings with some small interest, 
however modest the rate. 

Savings Penalty: Doctor X will 
be fooling himself if, to protect 
himself against the possibility of 
the $810 annual premium being a 
burden, he pays his premiums 
quarterly. The $810 annual pre- 
mium becomes $850 if paid in four 
quarters ($212.50 x 4). Thus, he 
pays $40 a year for the privilege of 
saving some part of $810 each 
year. Again, $40 compounded an- 
nually at 2 per cent for 20 years 
is a neat $991 spent needlessly— 
quite a penalty to pay for saving 
$17,830! The same Doctor X would 
be shocked if a savings bank pen- 
alized him similarly for making 
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quarterly deposits in his account. 

Such are the major shortcomings 
of the policy that protects against 
dying too soon and living too long. 
To a lesser degree, these discrep- 
ancies exist in any form of life 
insurance that combines protection 
with savings. Human nature being 
what it is, the compelling influence 
to save via a premium notice from 
a life insurance company may be 
necessary. Those who feel its need 
should at least realize the hard fact 
that they are paying a high price 
for their weakness. For the dentist 
with the ability to save systemat- 
ically (admittedly, he is the excep- 
tion) the divorcement of savings 
from life insurance protection is 
wise and more economical. Pure 
term life insurance, renewable to 
age 60, or even 70, (after these 
ages, few need or can finance life 
insurance) balanced with a sepa- 
rate savings plan will, if nothing 
else, result in smaller fixed insur- 
ance premium payments; and, in 
the event of death, give the bene- 
ficiary the life insurance proceeds 
plus the savings.

WHEN DENTIST Fred Williams 
joined the largest fraternal organ- 
ization in his community he had a 
dual purpose in mind. Being civic- 
minded, he recognized an obliga- 
tion to contribute a little of his 
time and efforts to the betterment 
of his locality, and he wished also 
to become better known to more 
people as a reputable dental prac- 
titioner. 

As a good citizen and an ethical 
dentist, Doctor Williams acted 
wisely in his original decision, and 
his ability to organize and get 
things done was recognized quickly 
by his new associates. Soon he was 
appointed to several active com- 
mittees that drew on his spare time 
and required that he spend an in- 
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creasing number of hours at fra- 
ternal headquarters. His office tele- 
phone, installed for the conveni- 
ence of patients wishing to make 
dental appointments, rang more 
and more for transacting organiza- 
tion business. 

As a clubman, Fred Williams 
was too good. Instead of being a 
part-time activity, his committee 
work claimed his whole-hearted in- 
terest. To have time for meetings, 
he intentionally left open hours in 
his appointment book. There was 
no time for new patients and less 
than before for his old ones. 

The experience of Doctor Wil- 
liams is not unique. Similar ex- 
amples are to be found among 
members of many fraternal, civic, 
and other groups. Like the boy who 
finds pleasure in mowing a neigh- 
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Unlimited club activities of the 
civic-minded dentist are ex- 


travagant in time expenditure. 


bor’s lawn while his own remains 
untouched, Williams experienced 
a certain exhilaration and satisfac- 
tion in assuming and mastering 
organization responsibilities. But 
the assistance he contributed to his 
new nondental interests caused him 
to neglect his own profession. He 
was too good for his own good. 

Because clubs, fraternal and 
civic groups, offer an opportunity 
to combine increased acquaint- 
anceship with sectional service, 
many dentists are prompted to join 
the membership. And they should. 
The dentist is a respected man in 
his community and the causes he 
sponsors are strengthened by the 
position of respect he occupies. But 
for the progressive, active practi- 
tioner, organization interests must, 
of necessity, be tempered so that 
program participation consumes 
only a fraction of his free hours. 
Unlike some business heads whose 
companies continue profitable op- 
eration during their absence, the 
dentist’s one-man enterprise holds 
him to his chair. Absence results 
in immediate and subsequent dol- 
lar loss. 


Limit Activities 

In community, welfare, and pa- 
triotic activities, pride of position 
plays a large part in luring many 
members to accept time-consuming 
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executive offices. To be selected for 
a committee or to be named to an 
official post is regarded as an hon- 
or even though the position exacts 
a high price in time. While in the 
discussion stage, the arranging of 
a banquet or planning the details 
for a fund drive may appear to be 
a simple task, but later the prep- 
aration and mailing of letters, the 
checking of lists, and the final tab- 
ulation of results eats deeply into 
what otherwise would have been 
productive chair hours. But once 
committed to such a task, there 
exists a responsibility that makes 
retreat impossible. 

Of course, no one will dispute 
the fact that organization member- 
ship may be beneficial from the 
point of view of developing good 
will. It is the degree of benefit that 
is important and, for this reason, 
dentists who join, and make the 
new friendships pay, usually exer- 
cise restraint in the amount of their 
participation in the group’s pro- 
gram. While this is not always 
easy, the problem was solved sat- 
isfactorily by at least one promi- 
nent practitioner. For the usual 
dual purpose this dentist associated 
himself with two highly regarded 
local groups. From his inductions, 
he made it a positive rule never to 
accept special tasks that would re- 
quire more than one full day a 
month of his free time. In addi- 
tion, he established the strict pol- 
icy never to accept any appointive 
office or to have his name sug- 
gested for an elective position. “A 
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minor post,” he explained, “invari- 
ably leads to a higher position and 
eventually may put the officer in 
line for a top job with the organ- 
ization.” 

Such recognition might appear 
desirable and be looked upon with 
favor by many men if the conse- 
quences are not studied in advance; 
but the dentist who expressed the 
above opinions regarding the re- 
sults of leadership arrived at his 
conclusions in this way: “Once you 
have reached the top in a social or 
fraternal organization and your 
turn in office expires, you have but 
one place to go—back to the ranks. 
I have checked with a number of 
such club groups and have found 
that those who do assume a top 
executive position seem to drift 
out of the group once they have 
headed the organization. Whether 
it is their inability to be content 
in a lesser role, I do not know; but 
I am sure it will not happen in my 
case. I wish to continue my pleas- 
ant association with members of 
the groups I have joined and I 
think remaining as ‘a nonoflice- 
holding member’ will help me ac- 
complish that objective.” 

In quoting the views of this 
practicing dentist here, it is not 
intended to create the impression 
that association memberships are 
not recommended to dentists. That 
is far from the purpose of this dis- 
cussion. Many practitioners have 
served their fellow citizens, their 
communities, and their country so 
well through group efforts that it 
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would be a fallacy to harbor such 
negative ideas. And, the. patient. 
winning benefits of association 
memberships have been demon- 
strated convincingly again and 
again by dentists in communities 
both large and small. 

However, despite these obvious 
truths, there are certain types of 
afhliations that do require careful, 
selfish analysis. In the case of some 
fraternal and religious groups, the , 
mark of membership itself may 
not be detrimental, although mak. 
ing a show of such association 
through the display of pins, em. 
blems, and the like has possible 
adverse consequences unless the 
dentist is interested in limiting his 
practice to those favorably inclined 
to the particular group with which 
he has aligned himself. Since pa- 
tients and prospective patients do 
not always entertain the same con- 
victions as the member-dentist, 
they may quietly show their feel- 
ings toward the controversial group 
by seeking the services of another 
practitioner. 

A dentist who has just reviewed 
the conclusions expressed here 
asked a question that probably has 
entered the minds of other readers. 
‘Are these conclusions intended to 
apply to membership in dental and 


related professional associations?” 


The answer, of course, is an Im 
mediate and positive “No.” And 
the reason for this seeming ré 
versal is simply this: In his group 
meetings with other dentists, the 
average practitioner associates 
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with fellow members with like need 
for applying their time to their 
profession. Thus, meetings are ar- 
ranged and individual duties al- 
lotted with full awareness of the 
dentists’ previous obligations to 
themselves and their patients. 

The situation is quite different 
in many lay groups whose officers 
and committee heads may feel that 
the dentist is “his own boss” and 
is therefore free to devote as little 
or as much of his time as he wishes 
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to outside interests. The price of 
this time is not as completely un- 
derstood as it would be in a pro- 
fessional association. 

Simmered down to its simplest 
element, the degree of active par- 
ticipation in the groups of his 
choice depends on whether he can 
afford to be just present—or presi- 
dent.

PuT ON your thinking cap and see 
how many novels, plays, or motion 
pictures you can recall in which a 
dentist was the hero or played an 
important character. How many 
can you remember—one .. . two? 
I can recall just three: the movie 
“One Sunday Afternoon,” in 
which a dentist had the man who 
stole his girl twenty years before 
as a patient for an extraction and 
contemplated revenge; the play by 
Clifford Odets, “Rocket to the 
Moon,” which concerned itself 
with the eternal triangle, in this 
instance the dentist, his wife, and 
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his dental assistant, and in which 
all of the action was set in the 
dentist’s reception room; and 
finally, the motion picture entitled 
“The Great Moment” with Joe 
McCrea, which was about Doctor 
Morton and the initial use of gen- 
eral anesthesia for surgical opera 
tions. But when it comes to dra 
matic tales about physicians, there 
are “Arrowsmith,” “The Citadel,’ 
“Men in White,” 
dare,” “Yellow Jack,” “The Stars 
Look Down,” “The Snake Pit,” 
and scores of others dealing with 
such medical problems as the los 
of sight, tuberculosis, cancer, and 
mental disease. Add to these the 
myriad of murder stories in which 
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medical knowledge aids in the ap- 
prehension of the criminal and 
you have a veritable unending 
stream of words glorifying the 
physician and medical profession. 


Poor Public Relations 

The New York Times found the 
time to take special note of this in 
an editorial some months ago when 
it said, “The physician .. . is re- 
garded more sympathetically by 
his patients than the man behind 
the whirring drill. This is not so 
because physicians are more pleas- 
ing to the eye or are more con- 
genial than dentists—for, in a 
group, it is difficult to distinguish 
between them, but it is in part be- 
cause the physician has enjoyed 
the benefits of better public rela- 
tions.” What the dental profession 
needs, the editorial continued, is a 
few good best sellers. 

Of course, there is hardly as 
much glamor attached to the in- 
sertion of an amalgam restoration 
as there is in the fight against an 
epidemic of yellow fever but, by 
the same token, the setting of a 
broken jaw can be as important 
and interesting both from the op- 
erational procedure and in its ef- 
fect on the patient as the setting 


- ofa fractured femur. Furthermore. 


the emotional and social trials and 
tribulations of a dentist are com- 
parable to those of his medical col- 
league. And finally, the personal 
and professional problems con- 
fronting the dentist contain all the 
elements of human drama that 
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have been reserved heretofore in 
the realm of fiction for the physi- 
cian, lawyer, business man, and 
laborer. 

In ‘the ever-growing popular 
field of detective story fiction, the 
role of a sleuth with a storehouse 
of dental knowledge is unlimited. 
Dental diagnosis is replete with in- 
teresting clues as to the habits, oc- 
cupation, financial status, and 
health of the individual. For many 
years the missing persons bureaus 
and homicide squads in the United 
States have been using dental rec- 
ords to establish the identity of 
charred, mutilated, or otherwise 
unrecognizable bodies. However, 
in slick detective stories, identifica- 
tion by dental charts is as passé as 
the physician who rushes upon the 
scene exclaiming, “I have just 
given Mrs. Van Uppidy a bro- 
mide!” 

Clever deduction is the main 
forte of the mystery writer. The 
Rex Stouts and Agatha Christies 
continue to heap glory upon the 
medical profession directly or in- 
directly by supplying their super- 
sleuths with a vast store of medi- 
cal knowledge that would make 
any practicing physician with a 
thorough knowledge of Dorland’s 
Medical Dictionary quite envious. 
For example, the popular super- 
sleuth has been known to steal a 
side glance at the corpse and, from 
the manner in which the projectile 
has dissected and squared off the 
femoral triangle, proceed to inform 
one and all that the bullet was fired 
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by a fifty-five-year-old one-legged 
dwarf with ten toes. If the crim- 
inologist was equally as familiar 
with dentistry as he is with medi- 
cine, the situations encountered 
would be pregnant with even great- 
er possibilities and, at the same 
time, the dentist would be having 
his day in the sun. 


Dentist-Detective 

As an illustration, picture, if you 
can, Sam Spatula arriving upon 
the scene of the crime. The police 
inspector is stumped. Before him 
lies the body of a man riddled 
with bullets and stark naked. There 
are no clues as to his identity. 
Well, before you can say “G. V. 
Black,” our hero whips out his 
trusty cone-socket mirror and does 
a hasty oral examination of the 
deceased. Then he turns to the in- 
spector and nonchalantly asks, 
“Who killed this athlete and suc- 
cessful left-handed accountant?” 
The inspector and the reader are 
both baffled. But the explanation 
is simple in the light of dental 
knowledge and the entire episode 
is flattering to the profession. 

The solution might go some- 
thing like this. Since the dead 
man’s teeth revealed decalcified 
areas and restorations only on the 
labial surfaces, one assumes that 
some acidic agent must have been 
in constant contact with the front 
teeth. The acidic agent was prob- 
ably a citrous fruit, either lemons 
or oranges. Now, since the sucking 
of citrous fruits is a common habit 
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with long-distance runners during 
extensive training periods, and 
since the habit would have been 
in force over a long period of time 
to exhibit such destructive results, | 
it is safe to assume that the man 
was not only a runner in high 
school but in college as well. It is 
ascertained then that the victim 
was a college graduate as well as 
an athlete. The notches discovered ! 
on the incisal edges of his front 
teeth are evidence of a pencil-bit- 
ing habit. The question then fol- 
lows, in what capacity would a col- 
lege graduate find constant use for 
a pencil? The answer, of course, is 
accountancy. The fact that he was 
left-handed is determined by the 
deep buccal abrasions on the right 
side of the mouth, indicative of 
vigorous, incorrect toothbrushing 
with the left hand. Finally, the 
fact that he was successful was de- 
termined by the large number of 
gold restorations present. 

The dental profession needs to 
be glamorized by creative writers. 
The public should be made to look 
upon the dentist as something 
more than a man with his knee on 
the chest of a helpless victim while 
frantically waving a pair of seven- 
foot pliers in the air. So, if there 
are any playwrights, novelists, or , 
potential writers under your care, 
pass the word along that the den- 
tal profession is in need of a few 
heroes.

First Aid 


in Dental 
Practice

IT CANNOT be overemphasized that 
the dentist as a professional man 
must be prepared to deal with the 
personalities of his patients as well 
as their diseased teeth. Many den- 
tists are slow to realize that, to a 
great degree, ability in handling 
people is an acquired art, based 
on scientific understanding of the 
individual person as a thinking. 
feeling, reacting human being. 
The traditional barrier between 
dentist and patient is the patient’s 
fear of pain and dread of being 
exposed to disagreeable situations 
which he feels he cannot meet. It 
is conservatively estimated that be-

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tween one-third and one-half of 
dental patients are either overly 
sensitive or overly anxious in re. 
gard to pain. Cooperation from 
these patients, especially during the 
first appointment, is not alway; 
obtained by direct, logical explan. 
ations of the procedure involved, 
In many cases, attention to person- 
ality factors is an essential par 
of the treatment. 

The attitude of apprehension. 
which characterizes “dental chair 
jitters’ cannot be overcome by 
merely ignoring it or referring to 
it as “imaginary.” To the patient, 
these emotional reactions are real 
experiences, deeply rooted in pas 
conditioning. Some of the more 
familiar symptoms of fear ané, 
anxiety are tremors, rapid pulse, 
palpitation, vasomotor changes, 
dizziness, feelings of weakness, 
nausea, dilated pupils, sinking feel. 
ings, muscle tenseness, cold sweats. 
and fear of fainting. Apprehension| 
over the prospect of experiencing 
such: symptoms, and the dislike of 
having others observe them, tends 
to increase them. 

Some people are well adjusted to 
discomfort, pain, or danger i 
other situations but, through cer 
tain experiences, have developed 
an inordinate dread of dental treat- 
ment. These people require partici 
larly skillful psychologic handling 

The dentist, therefore, must ap 
proach the treatment of fears and 
anxieties with an understanding 
their long-range aspects.

the patient’s attention, with a view 
toward distracting nervous energy 
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away from preoccupation with 
fear. In this connection, it is help- 
ful for the dentist to be familiar 
with some of the patient’s energy 
outlets, so that topics which elicit 
feelings of security, pride, special 
knowledge, or interest can be util- 
ized at strategic moments. 

However, an unconvincing, ex- 
aggerated, or insincere use of this 
technique may bring out the reverse 
of the desired effect. Sharp com- 
mands such as “Don’t be afraid,” 
and false reassurances such as 
“This wont hurt a bit,” are 
counter-suggestions to be avoided, 
especially with children, for they 
can arouse negativistic tendencies 
and even open rebellion. 

Allowing the patient to talk out 
his fears and anxieties in the light 
of the early background of his per- 
sonality development is the basic 
technique of psychotherapy and 
psychoanalysis. Of course, the den- 
tist is limited in the use of listening 
methods, especially if these tend to 
involve emotional problems not re- 
lated directly to his specialty. But. 
in most instances, the proper use 
of reassurance and suggestion can 
overcome the fears a dentist en- 
counters in his daily practice, so 
that a detailed analysis of the un- 
derlying causes is seldom neces- 
sary. 

One of the oldest rules in mental 
first aid is that constructive and 
cooperative action is the best an- 
tidote for fear. The dentist, for in- 
stance, may find it effective to 
instruct an overly-apprehensive pa- 
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tient to use a pre-arranged signal, 
such as raising the hand, to inter- 
rupt the operation at any time. It 
is interesting that patients rarely 
take advantage of such a privilege. 
Fearful patients are especially sug- 
gestible, and this very quality of 
their personality can be used for 
constructive purposes by offering 
them an opportunity to participate 
in some small way. 

Important as psychotherapy is 
in adult practice, in children’s den- 
tistry it becomes indispensable. 
Modifications of the basic proced- 
ures must be fitted to the child’s 
level of understanding and emo- 
tional maturity, his shorter atten- 
tion span, and the fact that he de- 
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velops fatigue sooner than adults 
The child’s attention can be di. 
verted from fear readily by arous. 
ing his curiosity, pride, and self. 
interest. This is best accomplished 
by a natural, friendly manner, 3 


> . . . . . 
disarming camaraderie, avoiding 


issues, allowing the child some 
choice, and by seeking constantly 
to enlist his interest and help him 


to cooperate. False promises, trick-} 


ery, and unpleasant surprises have 
no place in the treatment of chil. 
dren. The first-aid treatment of a 
frightened child is to take him by 
the hand and lead him away from 
danger without force or restraint.

TWO VIEWS ON DENTISTS’ INCOME 


ONE FEDERAL agency (the Department of Commerce) reports that the | 


net income of dentists has improved 154 per cent in the period from 
1935-1939 to 1948; from an average net of $2812 in the earlier period 
to $7146 in 1948. Another federal agency (the Department of Labor) 
states that the increase in dental fees has been 44.8 per cent from 
1935-1939 to the end of 1948 with an additional increase of 12.1 per 
cent to December 1950 (56.9 per cent increase in dental fees since the 
depression and pre-war years). 


The American Medical Association’, in its report on the income 
analysis of 30,000 physicians for the year 1949, uses the Department of 
Commerce figures; while the American Dental Association, in a report 
published in August 1951°, uses the “cost of living index” of the Depart- 
ment of Labor. According to the American Medical Association report, 
the mean net income of physicians in 1935-1939 was $4200; in 1949 
it was $11,058, or an increase of 170 per cent. At this rate the physician 
makes about $4000 a year more than the déntist. The Consumers Price 
Index of the Department of Labor indicates an increase in physicians’ 
fees as being 37.9 per cent, while hospital costs have risen 126.8 per 
cent in the ten-year period from 1939 to 1949. 


The difference in figures between the two studies may be explained 
on the basis of methods of reporting. The Department of Commerce 
figures are based on reports of yearly gross income, business expenses, 
and net income. It is a yearly overall picture of all phases of dental 
practice. The Department of Labor method. according to the Journal 
of the American Dental Association is: “The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
depends upon regular reports from certain dentists in developing these 
indexes. Since the index is a measure of current prices relative to earlier

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prices, a degree of accuracy is lost when a participating dentist discon- 
tinues reporting and must be replaced by another dentist. 


“In interpreting the index for dentists’ fees, it should be borne in 
mind that only two items of dental care, extractions and fillings, are at 
present being priced.” 


This means that the profitable prosthetic procedures are not shown 
in the Department of Labor figures but that they do appear in the 
Department of Commerce statistics as part of the total yearly earnings 
of dentists. 


The 154 per cent increase in dental income as compared to the 44:8 
per cent increase in dental fees in the period from 1935-1939 to 1948 
is not as incongruous as it might appear. The increase in income repre- 
sents increased demand for dental services and an increased production 
by dentists—better and brisker business in dental practice. The increase 
in fees has actually been less than the increase in the overall cost of 
living. The American Dental Association report makes this important 
point: “In December 1950 the Consumers’ Price Index for the Nation 
stood at 178.4, while the index for dentists’ fees was only 156.9. In 
other words, while prices in general increased 78.4 per cent, dentists’ 
fees increased only 56.9 per cent. 


“It will be noted that the increase in dentists’ fees has been more 
gradual and sustained than that of all prices. The Consumers’ Price 
Index rose sharply in the period following the end of World War II 
and lifting of price controls, but receded slightly in 1949 and early 
1950. By comparison, the index for dentists’ fees has never receded 
during the past 15 years, nor has it shown any severe increase from one 
year to the next.” 


The last sentence is extremely significant. It means that dentists have 
conducted their affairs in a steady manner without profiteering in war- 
time and without violent economic upheavels. Whatever improvement 
in income dentists experience comes from working harder and from 
seeing more people rather than from excessive fee increases.

A Dentist Talks Back in the June 
issue of Ora HycriENE,! was most inter- 
esting, but even more confusing. It was 
an inadequate exposition of the prob- 
lems of the dentist. The attempted face- 
tiousness misfired. The miner’s job is 
the most hazardous from every point of 
view and he earns his money honestly. 

Primarily, Doctor Kinney’s assault was 
quite inept. No approach, which be- 
comes personal, will ingratiate the pub- 
lic with dentistry or the dentist. The 
miner drawn for us is an obvious cari- 
cature. Is it not meant to be a picture 
of the typical working man? The ill- 
concealed cartoon does not limit the 
description to the miner, and this repre- 
sentative person is pictured most gro- 
tesquely. He is foul-smelling, seedy, 
toothless; in a word, revolting. He earns 

$90 a week for five days’ work. In 1939 
he earned only $23. 

The truth of the matter is that precise- 
ly because Doctor Kinney can cite such 
statistics, does it not follow that today 
our standard of living is the greatest in 
history? Doctor Kinney would have us 
believe the reverse. 

Despite everything to the contrary, 
there is no doubt that dentistry benefits 
directly from increased purchasing pow- 
er. Why, then, attack labor for improv- 
ing its economic and social standing? 
Labor will not be more kindly disposed 
toward the dentist by such antagonism. 
This is not practical public relations. 
It is truly a disservice to the dental 
profession. The more prosperous the 
American workingman is, the better for 
our profession. The less we show a

incisor Inlay 

Q.—I am having difficulty in getting 
an MI gold inlay on a lower right cen- 
tral incisor to stay in place. Would you 
please let me know the technique you 
use in making such a restoration?— 
W.G.S., Illinois. 

A.—A simple pin anchorage for 
such inlays will solve your prob- 
lem. Just finish your cavity prepa- 
ration with one or two pin holes 
drilled with a No. 700 tapered 
fissure bur, making sure that these 
holes are not divergent to the inser- 
tion lines of the cavity. Such pin 
anchorage need only be from | to 
2 mm. deep and, of course, must 
not extend too close to the pulp. 

The wax pattern is carried to 
the bottom of these holes by pud- 
dling with a hot canal plugger 
through the wax into the hole until 
you are sure it is filled with melted 
wax; then remove the plugger and 
hold the wax under finger pressure 
until it cools. It is easy to remove 
such a wax pattern without break- 
age or distortion with a small wire 
sprue bent to staple form.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY.

Post-Extraction Bacteremia 

Q.—Recently I removed an upper 
third molar, a vertital impaction with 
just the tip of one cusp erupted, from 
the mouth of the wife of a physician 
in my suite. She is 33 years of age and 
of a delicate physical constitution. 

Roentgenograms of her mouth revealed 
no infection around this tooth. Infiltra- 
tion procaine anesthesia was used, was 
complete, the gingiva incised, and the 
tooth extracted in eight minutes, without 
much operative difficulty on my part. 
There was no trauma of the tissues 
whatsoever. According to her husband, 
the bleeding afterwards was marked and 
she became sick from swallowing blood. 
However, he took care of her and she 
did not return to my office. There was 
no pain, dry socket, or other complica- 
tion. 

A few days ago, the physician in- 
formed me that his wife had been in 
the hospital for some time, due to a 
kidney infection, which he said was a 
result of the oral surgery. I told him 
that I did not believe there was a con- 
nection between the two events, since 
the tooth was not infected, there was no 
trauma during the extraction, and the 
greatest of care was used on my part 
in its removal. The matter dropped, but 
I should appreciate your opinion. She 
also has three other impacted third 
molars and a lower labial cyst which 
I am reluctant to undertake now, as 
they would be far more difficult.—R.F., 
Illinois. 

A.—In reply to your letter, let 
me say that Lucas! holds that all 
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impacted and embedded teeth are 
foci of infection, so the physician 
had a basis for his opinion that 
his wife’s kidney infection was 
caused by the removal of the im- 
pacted third molar. However, that 
very third molar, before its re- 
moval, and the others which are 
still in place, could have a causa- 
tive part in the kidney infection 
also. Therefore, it would seem wise 
to remove the other third molars, 
but only with pre and postopera- 
tive penicillin protection GEORGE

Gingival Recession 

Q.—I have a patient who is a widow, 
a registered nurse, aged 61. She has 
developed a gingival recession on the 
lower right cuspid extending at least 
5 mm. below where the free margin of 
the gingivae should be. This patient is 
wearing a partial all cast-metal and 
acrylic upper denture supplying the 
two centrals, laterals, and right cuspid. 
I have checked the occlusion carefully 
and there is no interference between the 
lower cuspid and the upper teeth on 
this partial denture. Apparently the con- 
dition has not progressed during the last 
six months, but she is worried about it 
and would like to find the cause. The 
rest of her mouth is healthy and clean 
and her brushing and cleaning habits 
are good. 

I inquired as to her physical condi- 
tion and she gave me the following 
information: 

She has a heart condition which she 
calls a left ventricular strain. She has 
hyperacidity and takes antacids fre- 
quently. She has had colitis for years 
and has taken mineral oil and other

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laxatives consistently. She takes five 
grains of calcium per day and iron and 
liver tablets regularly, as well as daily 
doses of vitamins A, B, C, and D. She 
also drinks orange juice mixed half- 
and-half with water every day. She takes 
a one-quarter grain tablet of phenobar- 
bital a day for sleep and to relieve coli- 
tis. She has chronic atrophic rhinitis in 
her left nostril. As to diet, she informed 
me that she can eat no raw fruits or 
vegetables and no fats except butter and 
cream; she cannot eat pastry or deep- 
fried foods, and no pickles or acid foods. 

From this outline, can you determine 
what is causing this gingival recession 
around the lower right cuspid only? I 
do not know what else [ can do for her. 
She has a regular prophylaxis every 
three to six months, uses dental flags 
correctly, and also massages her gingi- 
vae.—R.P.N., Minnesota. 

A.—Cases of deep labial or buc- 
cal bone and gingival recession in- 
volving several teeth are common, 
as you know, and usually can be 
traced to tooth brushing habits or 
occlusal trauma. However, occa- 
sionally we see a case such as yours 
but, without a knowledge of the 
position of the tooth in relation to 
the other teeth. occlusion of the 
dentition before loss of gingival 
tissue, and early toothbrushing 
habits, it would be difficult to as- 
sign the cause of loss of labial hard 
and soft tissue. 

I have a patient, now in her 
seventies, who has had an exposure 
of the root of a right mandibular 
cuspid ever since | have known 
her, about twenty-five years, and 
there has been little change in the 
position of the gingival margin in 
that time. This woman has a full 
complement of mandibular teeth. 
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Your patient’s problem is much the 
same as mine; so I believe, with 
the good mouth hygiene habits of 
your patient, that the recession of 
the gingivae probably will not in- 
crease.—GEORCE R. WARNER. 


Sensitiveness 
Q.—What have you found best for 
relief of sensitiveness at the cervix of 


teeth and exposed dentine from erosion? 
C.H.C., Iowa. 


A.—We have found sodium 
fluoride paste the best thing to use 
for the relief of sensitiveness. For 
its application, the teeth to be 
treated should be protected from 
saliva by cotton rolls. Then the 
areas to be treated should be 
swabbed with a 4 per cent aqueous 
solution of sodium fluoride. Fol- 
lowing this, a small portion of the 
paste is taken on a plastic instru- 


ment and placed on the tooth. Then | 
the paste is rubbed vigorously on | 
the sensitive area of the tooth until | 


the sensitiveness disappears. This _ 
usually takes from one to five min-” 


utes. If, upon application of the™ 
paste, the pain seems too severe, | 


the paste should be washed off and ~ 


the procedure started again. Upon 
the second application, the pain 
will not be as severe. One treatment 
usually overcomes the sensitive- 
ness. but in some cases a second 
treatment is required a few days 
later. The desensitization usually is 
effective for at least six months, 


when another treatment may be — 
required. The soft tissues are not 
affected by the paste-—V. CLYDE”

Dentistry and Deafness 


Q.—A patient of mine, a director of 
an oral deaf school, would like informa- 
tion in regard to the possibility of 
deafness being caused by such abnormal 
oral conditions as malocclusion or cari- 
ous teeth. She is trying to point out to 
parents the great need for dental care 
for children and would like to know if 
their hearing can be improved through 


this care.—H.W.G., Iowa. 

A.—In answer to your letter, it 
can be said that some prominent 
otologists hold that malocclusion 
of teeth or even loss of teeth with 
consequent loss of vertical dimen- 
sion does not result in deafening. 
A temporary deafening may occur 
as a result of an acutely infected 
tooth or pericoronal abscess of a 
third molar. 

One writer, David I. Goodfriend, 
points to dentistry as therapy in 
loss of hearing. He reports on 
studies carried out in the depart- 
ments of dentistry, medicine, and 
psychology of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Workers in_ this 
field, according to Doctor Good- 
friend, have established the im- 
portance of abnormalities of den- 
tal bite in producing certain hear- 
ing troubles “as thoroughly as 
Koch proved that the tubercle 
bacillus causes tuberculosis.’”” 
Their studies point to dental treat- 
ment as the proper therapy.—

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Xerostomia 
Q.—I would like to know if you could 


give me some information as to possible 
cause of an unusual though not serious 
condition of the mouth of a woman pa- 
tient, aged 55. The patient is in -good 
physical condition and the teeth and 
gingivae in a good state of repair. 

The condition has been gradually im- 
proving since its onset in March, 1950. 
At that time the patient developed i 
fluenza and was treated with one of the 
sulfa drugs. One week prior to the =¢ 
she had taken a small amount of one of 
the antihistamine drugs. 

Following the sulfa and influenza, the 
patient developed a mildly sore tongue 
and an annoying dryness of lips ané 
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cheek causing the teeth to actually stick 
to the lips and cheek. 

At no time was there any noticeable 
inflammation, but there was a puckering 
sensation, and a bitter taste developed 
for all food for a period of about one 
month after the onset of the condition. 

I feel that possibly the sulfa drug 
was the causative factor, but as this is 
not the typical allergic reaction to sulfa, 
I should like to know if you have any 
more positive ideas as to etiology.— 
G.R.W., North Carolina. 

A.—In a consideration of the 
xerostomia afflicting your 55-year- 
old patient following an attack of 
influenza, it would seem that you 
are right in thinking that it was 
not caused by the sulfonamide 
medication or the antihistamines, 
for their reactions are entirely dif- 
ferent. However, it has been found 
that virus infections sometimes 
affect the salivary glands with a 
resulting dryness of the oral mu- 
cosa, such as described by your 
patient. And, as in the case of your 
patient, these symptoms disappear 
gradually as the salivary glands 
resume their normal tone and func- 
tion.—GEORGE R. WARNER.

BEHIND THE new Norwegian law concerning the nation’s dental health, 
passed in July 1950, lies a long period of patient attempts to educate 
the country to higher dental standards. The development of dental’ 
welfare in Norway began in 1902 and the first school dental clinic was 
established in Oslo in 1910. During the subsequent years other cities #j 
followed Oslo’s example and, in 1917, the government acknowledged ¥ 
the obligation of the state to support municipal authorities in this field, 
No other country had provided free dental care for children in publiey 
schools before 1917. The law was not executed promptly and World War 
It caused delays, but still 77 per cent of all the country’s public school 
children had received school dental treatment during the year of # 
1946-47. 

The law as it was enforced in July 1950 provides for the dental 
welfare of children and adolescents between the ages of 6 and 18. The 
rest of the community is entitled to dental treatment according to a 
certain scale of charges. With the consent of Parliament, the King may 
reduce the age limit so that gratuitous dental treatment is extended to 
children between the ages of 3 and 6 years. Under the law there are 
three categories of dentists. The country is divided into 386 districts 
staffed by 480 A-dentists, 131 B-dentists, and 314 C-dentists. 

The A-dentist is in charge of an.entire dental district with administra- 
tive as well as strictly dental duties. He is to treat nonpaying patients 
between the ages of 6 and 18 as well as private patients, but the fees 
from this source do not go to him directly. They are included in the 
general accounts.
